Resurrection  Plant 


Mentioned  by  Isaiah  in  the  Bible. 


This  shrunken,  rounded  ball  of  tightly-coiled-up  leaflets,  dry  and  apparently  dead,  will  live  for  hundreds  of  years, 
without  being  planted  or  watered.  When  immersed  in  tepid  water  one  frond-like  tip  unfolds  slowly  outward,  then 
another,  and  another,  until  in  a  short  time  the  whole  plant  has  resurrected,  flattened  out  into  a  plate-like  shape,  and 
transformed  into  a  lovely  rosette  of  beautiful  velvet  green,  fern-like  moss,  both  odd  and  marvelous.  It  will  grow 
nicely  if  planted  in  a  warm,  moist,  shady  place,  but  being  nearly  or  fully  matured  in  size  and  growth  when  gathered, 
it  need  not  be  planted  at  all,  as  the  plant  will  keep  just  as  well  in  a  trunk,  or  any  other  dry  place  in  the  house,  for  ages, 
in  a  perfectly  fresh  and  healthy  condition,  and  can  be  resurrected,  at  will  time  and  again,  indefinitely,  by  being 
allowed  to  curl  up  and  become  dry,  each  time,  after  having  been  fully  opened  out  by  water.  The  first  picture  is  a 
photograph  of  the  apparent¬ 
ly  dead  plant,  (reduced  in 
size)  the  inside  fronds  of 
which  are  rolled  up  like  a 
scroll;  the  color  is  some¬ 
what  like  that  of  iron  rust, 
being  of  a  much  more  dead 
appearance  than  old  dry 
hay,  and  like  hay,  it  is  not 
affected  in  the  least  by  any 
extreme  of  cold  or  heat. 

The  most  remarkable  pecu¬ 
liarity  of  this  plant,  is,  that 
after  being  boiled,  it  is 
still  so  sensitive  to  humid¬ 
ity,  that  it  will  curl  up  and 
unfold  in  the  same  manner 
as  when  growing  in  its  5 
native  soil.  These  are  en- 
tirel;-  distinct  from  a  small 
“  Selaginella”  grown  in 
Mexico,  incorrectly  called 
the  "  Resurrection  Plant.”

mas^  The  soil  should  be  rich  and  light;  good  loam  with  a  very 
liberal  mixture  of  old  rotten  cow  mauure.  and  a  little  leaf-mould 
and  sand,  will  suit  them  well.  Before  potting,  clear  off  all  small 
bulbs  or  offsets,  place  a  piece  of  broken  pot  over  the  hole  of  the 
pot,  to  prevent  the  worms  from  getting  in  and  the  roots  from 
growing  out;  then  fill  with  soil,  leaving  the  apex  of  the  bulb  just 
above  the  surface,  and  press  the  soil  firm.  The  soil  under  the 
bulb  should  not  be  pressed  before  it  is  planted.  After  potting, 
give  a  good  watering,  and  place  them  in  some  out-of-the-way 
corner  of  the  garden,  where  they  can  have  the  requisite  amount 
of  protection  from  frost,  till  they  are  well-rooted,  when  they  may 
be  removed  to  the  green-house,  forcing-house  or  drawing-room,  as 
maybe  required,  keeping  near  the  light  and  giving  abundance  of 
water  and  a  moderately  moist  atmosphere.  If  new  pots  are  used, 
they  should  be  plunged  in  water  at  least  one  or  two  days  before 
planting  the  bulbs.  A  regular  temperature  when  forced  is  neces¬ 
sary.

use  pure  pond  or  rain  water  mixed  with  two  or  three  grains  of 
salt  in  each  glass  to  keep  the  water  clear,  changing  when  it 
becomes  foul,  but  at  whatever  time  it  is  given  it  ought  to  be  of 
the  same  temperature  as  the  air  in  which  the  bulbs  are  grow¬ 
ing.  Place  them  in  a  dark  cool  room  or  closet  for  four  or  five 
weeks,  until  the  roots  have  grown  considerably,  when  they 
may  be  removed  to  the  light.  Full  light,  the  sunniest  situa¬ 
tion,  and  air  are  very  desirable,  as  they  keep  them  dwarf  and 
give  full  development  and  brightness  to  the 
flower  and  color.  On  no  account  should  they 
be  placed  near  the  fire  or  in  a  dry  atmosphere, 
as  they  will  not  succeed  well  unless  put  in  a  cool 
situation,  where  frost  cannot  reach  them.  Fill 
up  the  glasses  with  water  as  the  level  sinks  by 
the  feeding  of  the  roots  and  by  evaporation.  A 
little  rain  water  sprinkled  daily  on  the  spike 
before  the  flowers  are  showing  colors  will  bring 
the  truss  to  greater  perfection.  Single  Hyacinths 
are  the  best  for  Pot  and  Glass  culture,  and  un¬ 
less  otherwise  specified  two- thirds  are  always 
sent  single.  October  and  November  are  the 
best  months  for  placing  Hyacinths  in  water. 

HYACINTHS  IN  BEDS  ed  from  October 

- - - till  frost  sets  in. 

Add 
some  two  inches  of  well-rotted  manure,  dig 
deep,  and  plant  the  bulbs  about  five  or  six 
inches  apart,  with  a  little  sand  round  them,  and 
three  inches  below  the  surface,  covering  during 
winter  with  leaves,  straw  or  pulverized  manure, 
to  protect  them  from  frost.  No  spring  flower 
can  compete  with  the  Hyacinth  m  intrinsic 
beauty,  grand  and  varied  effect,  and  delicious 
fragrance.

Set  the  bulbs 
three  inches  apart  and  cover  with  not  more  than  two 
inches  of  earth.  Before  winter  sets  in,  cover  the  bed 
with  a  little  straw,  coarse  manure,  or  other  litter,  to 
prevent  the  bulbs  being  thrown  out  by  the  frost.  The 
Crocus  will  flower  well  in  the  house  in  winter;  half  a 
dozen  or  more  in  a  little  pot  or  in  baskets  of  moss,  or 
in  any  other  way  that  good  taste  way  suggest.  The 
bulbs  may  be  set  so  close  as  to  almost  touch  each 
other.
